SOMEWHERE IN THE SOUTH 


PACIFIC, Nov. 14 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker, safe 
after 25 days lost at séa, said today 
he never doubted that he and his 
companions would be rescued. 
Sure of his faith in the Golden 
Rule, his “own religion,” he turned 
to John F. Bartek, one of his com- 
panions in the ordeal, and said: 
“You'd better thank God for 
your Testament, Son. You can 
see now what faith can do for 
you.” 

His remark to Bartek was made 
as they arrived on this atoll in the 
dark, early morning hours yester- 
day, Friday, the 13th, 
Rickenbacker and seven com- 


‘panions flying the South Pacific 


were forced down Oct. 21 when 
their big Army plane ran out of 
gasoline during an _ inspection 
flight, 
The flyer, known almost as well 
for his many escapes in air mis- 
haps as for his record as America’s 
premier ace of the last world war, 
talked more of other subjects than 
of his experiences on a tiny rub- 
ber life raft, from which he and 
two companions were rescued by 
a Navy flying boat. 
Knew of African Plan. 
He said he knew of the planned 
American landings in Africa, 
which occurred Nov, 7 while Rick- 
enbacker was floating on the sea, 
because.“my dear friend Jimmy 
Doolittle was going to be in charge 
of the air supporting forces.” 
At this point a Medical Corps 
man who helped care for the six 
survivors—one of the men died be- 
fore rescue—said that he’d heard 
that one evening while the men 
were on the raft a seagull alighted 
On Rickenbacker’s head. 
All the survivors agreed that 
they found raw seagull very tasty. 
Rickenbacker corroborated the 
seagull story, adding: 
“However, I didn’t eat much of 
the raw bird, nor of the raw fish 
we caught.” 
He explained that just the dis- 
like for the taste of this raw meat 
kept him from eating much of it, 
and not the fear that it might 
make him sick. 
“All the others ate them when 
we could catch them,”  Ricken- 
backer said. “And they did not 
get sick. As a.matter of fact, 
there were no disturbed stomachs 
after the first two or three days. 
The reason was simple enough. 
No one had anything in his 
stomach.”

MEAT SITUATION 
BECOMING ACUTE 


Butter, However, Is Not 
Considered Scarce 
Enough for Immediate 
Curbs on Use.

As coffee took its place with 


Sugar last night on the list of re-/|: 


stricted foods, rationing officials 
studied the supply of meat and 
butter, and the pinch of war prom- 
ised to become more acute. 

Coffee sales were halted for one 
week preliminary to the start of 
cup-a-day rationing, and a spokes- 
man for the Office of Price Admin- 
istration in Washington announced 
that butter and meat supplies were 
in “pretty bad shape,” although 
butter was not considered scarce 
enough yet to warrant immediate 
rationing. Meat is to be rationed 
about Jan. 15 when the new “uni- 
versal books” are expected. 

St. Louis is already feeling the 
pinch on meat, housewives gener- 
ally finding that in most stores 


selection is limited and bacon, 
beef, pork and veal are frequently 
sold out. As one housewife put it, 
“There’s plenty to eat, but you 
can’t be choosy any more. You 
must take what you can get and 
be grateful.” 

Some butchers, seeking to divide 
reduced supplies among moré ‘cus- 
tomers, are cutting their meatg in 
advance, afd holding the cuts to 
small size. This is particularly 
true of beef. | 

Fears Meat Buying Rush. 

One store executive said that,’ 
while the meat situation here is 
“tight” and is rapidly becoming 
more acute, some cities are worse 
off than St. Louis. _He expressed 
concern over the possibility that 
“we may be getting into the same 
thing on meat as we did on cof- 
fee,” meaning a wild buying rush 
which might exhaust available 
supplies. 

This executive, however, was 
convinced that -hoarding, even in 
storage lockers; was not a factor 
in the St. Louis situation. 

There appeared to be no local 
shortage of poultry and fish, al- 
though supplies were not so plenti- 
ful as they were a year ago. 

Eight major articles St. Louis- 
ans previously considered ¢ Peace- 
time necessities have taken on the 
appearance of luxuries now that 
they have been placed on the ra- 
tioning lists. They are coffee, su- 
gar, fuel oil, gasoline, new auto- 
mobiles, new and used tires, new 
bicycles, and new and used type- 
writers. 

Coffee Sales Halted. 

Coffee sales at retail stores were 
halted at midnight last night to 
give grocers a chance to stock up 
for the start of coupon rationing 
at midnight Saturday, when every 
adult will be entitled to buy one 
pound every five weeks. . 

“Coffee will be available for 
every person over 15 when ration- 
ing starts,” the Office of Price 
Administration announced. “But 
we're hoping housewives won't 
cash in all the family’s coupons 
at once right at the start. This 
would tax distribution facilities 
and might run some grocers tem- 
porarily short. “Buy just. the 
amount you need. We can give

KLUANE LAKE, N.T., Nov. 22 
(Canadian Press).—In the glow of 
huge bonfires built to keep them

AMERICANS PUSH 


FORWARD ON TWO 
FRONTS, GAIN MILE 
ON GUADALCANAL 


U. S. Advances Beyond 
Old River Line — 
Planes Keep , Up At- 
tacks on Enemy Forces 
—3 Zeros Downed. 


AUSTRALIA, Nov, 22 (Sunday)— 
(AP).—Fierce fighting raged for 
the second day at Buna, New 
Guinea northeast port, between 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s advanc- 
ing troops and. Japanese forces 
with their backs to the sea, the 
high command reported today. 
The Allied air force re-entered 
the struggle after being check- 
mated by bad weather yesterday, 


when the heavy fighting opened 
for the decision which might well 
be the most smashing land blow 
the Japanese have suffered. 

Japanese. naval forces, still 
willing to risk punishment despite 
this week’s loss of a light cruiser 
and a destroyer which got under 
the bombsights of Allied planes, 
were reported again maneuvering 
off the coast. 

Yesterday's communique told of 
the first appearance of Japanese 
air units in ta.in some time but 
today’s repo the Allied flyers 
back in agtion, continuously bomb- 
ing and strafing enemy positions 
and. shooting down two enemy 
fighters. 

The heavy fighting continued 
all along the short strip of coast 
between Gona and Buna. 

Allied bombers returned again 
last night to Kavieng, on New 
Ireland to the north of New 
Guinea, raiding. the airdrome. 


'U. S. TROOPS GAIN 
ON GUADALCANAL 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 (AP).— 
American troops have punched 
their way westward on Guadal- 
canal into territory formerly held 
by the Japanese, the Navy said to- 
day —a development which gave 
force to Secretary Knox’s state- 
ment of yesterday that our hold on 
the island “is now very secure.” 

A communique said the Ameri- 
can line had been advancd to a 
point five miles west of Henderson 
Field and a ‘mile beyond the 
Matanikau river, formerly the 
western boundary of the American 
position. 

This statement of successes to 
the west followed one yesterday 
which told of effective action to 
the eastward of the air field, in 
which about half of a Japanese 
landing force of 1500 were killed. 

The advance to the ‘westward 
occurred on Nov. 18, Guadalcanal 
time, It was undertaken and car- 
ried out ‘although “enemy patrols 


lwere active.” During the same day 


the Navy’s communique said, 
Army Lockheed Lightning fighter 
planes shot down three Japanese 
Zero fighters in the Buin area. 

On the 19th, “U. 8. patrol ac 
tivity on Guadalcanal resulted in 
the advance of our outpost line.” 
In that advance, the direction of 
which was not given, “about 35 
Japanese were killed” and United 
States forces suffered a few Cas- 
ualties. 

On Noy, 21, American aircraft 
carried out 11 “attack missions 
against enemy installations on 
the island and “ground forces en- 
gaged in minor’ activities.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.— The 
invasion of North Africa, coming 
with such brilliant suddenness and 
thoroughness, has swept out of 
mind the prolonged controversy 
over the “second front” that raged 
up until the moment the button 
was pushed setting in motion the 


vast invasion machinety. 

Here are some hitherto undis- 
closed facts about that controversy 
and the decisions shaping the pol- 
icy which finally led the Ameri- 
can force to Morocco, Algiers and 
Tunisia. 

President Roosevelt himself was 
never as strong for a direct. frontal 
attack on the fortified coast of 
France proper as were some of 
his military advisers. He tended 
to side with British military mer 
who felt that the risk of failure 
was too great in relation to the 
cost in men and equipment. 

The British welcomed the Presi- 
dent as an ally as the discussion 
of where and when to strike grew 
more heated. ‘This discussion, as 
has been disclosed by the Presi- 
dent, began almost as soon as we 
entered. the war. 


As to Stalin’s Outcries. 

Joseph Stalin, supreme overlord 
of the Soviet Union, was told well 
in advance and in some detail of 
the American plans for invading 
North and West Africa. The fact 
that he knéw of these plans made 
it all the more difficult for Amer- 
ican and British officials to un- 
derstand his angry cries for a sec- 
ond front long after the final de- 
cision in favor of Africa had been 
irrevocably made. 

Apparently Stalin continued to 
believe that he could by a bold 
frontal. attack compel a shift to 
what he insisted was the only real 
second front—an attack across the 
English Channeé] against France, 
Holland or Belgium. Apparently, 
too, he was unable to foresee what 
a real diversion of German strength 
would result from the African 
move, 

Donovan's Role. 

It is believed that the original 
concept of a North African front 
cathe from Col. William J. Dono- 
van, head of the Office of Stra- 
tegic Services in the War Depart- 
ment. When Donovan was mak- 
ing his/swing around Southeastern 
Europe in the end of 1940 and the 
beginning of 1941, he conceived the 
idea of a move which would flank 
the ambitions of the Axis in the 
Balkans and the Middle East. 

That, of course, was before the 
German advance into Yugoslavia, 
Greece and Crete, but Donovan 
was well aware that such a drive 
was in the. making. He was, in 
fact, credited with bringing the 
Yugoslavs into opposition to the

NEW YORK, Nov. 21 (AP). — 
Gen. Maxime Weygand, Allied 
generalissimo . before the fall of 
the French republic, has been ar- 
rested as a hostage to replace Gen. 


Henri Giraud in Koenigstein Fort- 
ress, at the direction of Joachim 
von Ribbentrop, German Foreign 
Minister, according to reliable in- 
formation reaching New York 
from Europe today. 

Gen. Giraud escaped from the 
Nazi prison late last spring, then 
went to North Africa, where he 
joined American troops at the 
head of a Fighting French column 
when Algeria was invaded. 

Ribbentrop; according to these 
advices, informed Marshal Petain, 
French Chief of: State, in a letter 
that Gen. ‘ Giraud’s departure 
meant he had broken a promise 
to Germany. Consequently, Ger- 
many.could no longer accept the 
word of any French officer and 
woyld therefore take Gen. Wey- 
gand into custody to play safe. 

Gen. Weygand left Petain’s 
house with his wife and son in 
Petain’s motor car the’ night of 
Nov. 12.

Representative Johnson (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, in whose office the ses- 
sion was held, agreed that Jeffers 
was “courteous, and gave us a lot 
of ihformation.” 

Referred to Postcard Drive. 
Johnson reported that Jeffers 
“has assured us that he meant 
no: possible reflection on members 
of Congress” by remarks made in 
his New York address'and said 
that members of the special com- 
mittee were satisfied with the ex- 
planation. He quoted the Admin- 
istrator as saying that he was re- 
ferring “to some organization” 
which had postcards printed pro- 
testing against the nation-wide or- 
der, and said that Jeffers had told

Johnson declared that Jeffers 
had. expressed willingness to co- 
operate with the committee in its 
study of the gasoline situation 
“but we got no assurance out of 
him that he would agree to a post- 
ponément of gasoline rationing.”

absolute assurance there will be 
enough for all.” 

The first coffee ration may be 
purchased next Sunday or there- 
after by presenting stamp number 
27 from the sugar ration book, 
known also as Ration Book No. 1. 
Any person who has more than 
one pound on hand Nov. 28 may 
not purchase coffee until the ex- 
cess is used up. 

Some time around the first of 
the year stamps covering the ex- 
cess stocks of coffee in family cup- 
boards on Nov. 28 will be removed 
from the book. No special registra- 
tion is contemplated for the pur- 
pose. The removal of coupons will 
take place when consumers apply 
for the next universal ration book 
some time after the year’s end. 

Sugar ration books held by per- 
sons who were under 15 years of 
age when sugar rationing registra- 
tion took place last May will not 
be valid for coffee purchases. 
Extracts Not Affected. 


It was explained, however, that 
coffee rationing regulations do not 
apply to soluble or liquid extract 
coffee or similar products proc- 
essed or manufactured in whole or 
in part from coffee, but do include 
coffee from which ajl or part of 
the caffeine has been removed. 

Coffee, according to the St. Louis 
Coffee-Sugar Rationing Board’s in- 
terpretauion of instructions, means 
green or roasted coffee, packaged 
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or unpackaged, and includes cof- 
fee when mixed with chicory, ce- 
real, chick-pea, or similar sub- 
stances or substitutes. 

Persons who drink their coffee 
at restaurants, hotels, hospitals 
and similar institutions will be less 
likely -to feel the effects of the 
rationing program for the first two 
months than those who drink it 
at home. The OPA has ruled that 
those institutions will get as much 
coffee as they got in September 
and October. 

All local restaurants, hotels and 
institutional users of coffee must 
register tomorrow, Tuesday or 
Wednesday, at one of four public 
libraries in which the coffee-sugar

Munitions Dump and Bar- 
racks Are Targets of 
Raiders Striking Down 
Burma ‘Road. 


WITH AMERICAN FORCES IN 
CHINA, Nov. 20 (Dtlayed) (AP). 
~—Fighter-escorted American me 
dium bombers, striking down the 
Burma road from Chiha, unload- 
ed three tons of explosives today 
on the Japanese army base at 
Lungling, starting ~ several fires 


and inflicting heavy damage. 

The mission was led by Lieut. 
Col. Herbert (Butch). Morgan of 
Freedom, Pa., and principal ob- 
jectives were a large munitions 
dump and barracks. 

After two runs over the targets 
the bombers caused fires which 
sent up such a dense smoke that 
the crews were unable to, assess 
full results. However, a big cache 
of munitions was believed to have 
been hit. 

Col. Merion C. Cooper, Jackson- 
ville, Fla., chief of staff of United 
States Army Air Forces in China, 
accompanied Col. Morgan to in- 
spect the area, which offers a pos- 
sible invasion route into free 
China. 

Lieut. Patrick Daniels of Van 
Nuys, Cal, led the fighters in 
the raid, the second on Lungling 
since Nov. 8. There was no air 
opposition of ground fire from 
the surprised Japanese and all 
the raiders returned to base. 


R. A. F. Blasts Jap Air Base at 
Magwe, Burma, 

NEW DELHI, Nov. 21 (AP).— 
Royal Air Force bombers raided 
a Japanese airdrome at Magwe, 
Burma, about 250 miles north of 
Rangoon, last night, and caused 
explosions on the runways and in 
the dispersal area, a British com- 
munique said today. 

Japanese fighters attempted to 
intercept the bombers, but no 
fights took place, the communique 
added.

Louis E. Tellifson Was Signal- 
man on Carrier Sunk in 
Solomons. 


Louis Elmer Tellifson, signal- 
man, second class, was rescued 
from the sea after an aircraft 
carrier on which he was serving 
was sunk in the Solomon Islands 
area recently, his mother, Mrs. 
Catherine Graham, 4508A West 
Papin street, has been informed 
by letter. 

Tellifson did not include in his 
letter the name of the ship or the 
date of the sinking, but he said 
he was one of the two signalmen 
in his group who escaped death 
or injury. Nine signalmen were 
killed, and eight wounded, he re- 
lated. 

The Navy announced Oct. 31 
that an aircraft carrier had been 
lost in the South Pacific as a 
result of a bombing attack. The 
carrier has not yet been identi- 
fied. 

Tellifson wrote he was picked 
up by a destroyer and later trans- 
ferrde to a cruiser. He said ohly 
one of the signalmen was allowed 
a furlough after the sinking, and 
that the lucky man was chosen 
by drawing straws. He lost, but 
said he tried unsuccessfully to buy 
the furlough from his more for- 
tunate mate. 

Tellifson was born in Lebanon, 
Iil., and finished grammar school 
there. He is 23 years old, and 
worked as a bread wrapper for 
chain grocery stores before he 
joined the Navy in October, 1940. 
His wife, Mrs. Helen Tellifson, 
and young son, Louis Elmer Jr., 
live with Tellifson’s ‘mother and 
stepfather, John N. Graham.

rectors of the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey. 

Other proposed changes in the 
top-ranking management, it was 
learned tonight, were mapped at a 
meeting of the executive commit- 
tee yesterday. They follow sharp

The proposed changes include 
election of two vice-presidents, W. 
E. Pratt, a director of Standard 
and a former vice-president of 
Humble Oil &° Refining Co. a 
Standard subsidiary, and Eugene 
Holman, Standard director, and 
former president of the Creole 
Petroleum Corporation, Standard’s 
principal Venezuelan affiliate. — 

With Company Since 1896. 

Gallagher, the chairman-desig- 

nate, has been with the company 
since 1896. He was elected presi- 
dent of the East Ohio Gas Co. in 
1926, and in 1923 made a member 
of the Standard board to take 
charge of all the company’s nat- 
ura gas interests. He is a former 
president of the American Gas 
Association. 
Under Teagle, who was presi- 
dent of the company for 20 years 
before he became chairman of the 
board in 1937, Standard expanded 
its interests in many parts of the 
world. He was credited with ob- 
taining from the Germans notable 
inventions for transforming prop- 
erties of shale, coal and other low- 
grade materials into valuable pe- 
troleum products. These led to 
perfection by chemists of his com- 
pany of such vital products as 
high octane aviation gasoline, syn- 
thetic toluol, the chief constituent 
of TNT, and various types of syn- 
thetic rubber.

Nazis Get Wicker Foot pings, 
Cotton Garb for Russian Winter 


New Outfits Inadequate, Shivering Prisoners 
~~ Declare—Invaders Seize Furs and Boots 
in Some Occupied Areas. —

MOSCOW, Nov. 21 (AP).—Some 
of the German Army’s winter 
equipment has ‘appeared on the 
Eastern front and, though it is 
better than that of last winter 
when the Nazis were caught com- 
pletely unprepared, it still is in- 
sufficient to cope with the rigors 
of the Russian climate, reports 
from the front said today. 

A dispatch to Red Star, Army 
newspaper, said some German 
troops in the Leningrad se¢tor had 
winter uniforms, but even though 
the bitterest cold ‘and heaviest 


divisions thus far have received no 
winter outfits. 

Winter clothes issued to one 
German division were said to con- 
sist of wicker wrappings for the 
feet, with artificial rubber soles, 
padded cotton jackets and cotton 
caps. The padded caps were given 
only to sentries, Red Star said, 
other troops being provided only 
with brown woolen cloths to wrap 
around their heads. | 

In the 540th German Special 
Battalion, the dispatch said, only 
troops on .active scouting opera- 


tions have been supplied with win- 
ter outfits. : 
The Nazi winter uniforms are 
described as lined with white cloth 
so they can be turned inside out 
for camouflage in the snow. 
Shivering German prisoners are 
quoted as saying emphatically 
that they are not warm in the 
Wehrmacht’s winter uniforms. 

Those Germans who. already 
have been through one winter’s 
campaign in Russia, the prisoners 
said, started a “collection” among 
the people of the towns they oc- 
cupied, taking for themselves 
“valinki, shuba and ushanka”—felt 
boots, fur-lined coats and fur hats 
with ear-flaps.

The voice of the Emperor, to a large ex- 
tent, is theoretical, but it still is a weapon 
which Premier General Hideki Tojo uses to 
bludgeon wavering elements in either the 
Army or the Navy back into.line. 

Tojo today is the most powerful force in 
Japan. He is a lone wolf, trying to run a 
one-man show. He is the premier; he is the 
war minister; he is the home minister; he 
is the foreign minister. This means that 
in his own ruthless hands he has concen- 
trated all military, civil and diplomatic 
powers. 
named “The Razor.” 

I last saw Tojo at the Diet session of 
November, 1941. He is larger than the aver- 
age Japanese. His face is taut, drawn. His 
eyes are dark, almost Black, and steady, but 
to see well he needs the horn-rimmed glasses 
he always wears. He is almost bald, but 
sparse black hair fringes his tea-colored. 
skull. He has a scraggly, untrimmed mus- 
tache touched with gray, and a tight, down- 
turned mouth and a deeply wrinkled fore- 
head. At 68 his body has stiffened and his 
legs are not so limber as they once were; but 
he holds himself erect and walks firmly. 

Tojo stems from the Kwantung army, for 
which there is no counterpart anywhere else 
in the world. It really is the policy-making 
side of the Army. Its present and former 
leaders dominate the generals who attend 
the sessions of the Supreme War Council. 
Until recently the orientation of his .Kwan- 
tung clique wgs toward the north—Russia 
and Siberia; but Japan’s desperate need for 
raw materials to carry on her war of ag- 
gression in China finally forced them to face 
southward. 


Not Out to Help Hitler 
But to Help Themselves. 


This doesn’t mean they have forgot about 
Siberia. I have been asked many times since 
I returned from Tokyo last August, in the 
exchange ship Gripsholm, when would Japan 
attack Russia. I am not in a position to say 
—no one is; but I am sure that when she 
does it will be on the basis of her own ad- 
vantage, and not just to help Hitler. 

Japan is in this war to grab what she can 
for herself. The Japanese suspect the Ger- 
man motives in the Far East, especially in 
the Netherlands East Indies. Japan has ear- 
marked these tropical islands for an im- 
portant place in her so-called “Co-prosperity 
Sphere,” and she doesn't want Germans med-

But ‘to return : the Supreme War Coun- 


cil, Once a decision is reached, the orders 
are passed on to the high commands of the 
Army and Navy, where strategists trained 
in the field by actual warfare draw up the 
detailed plans. How closely the. two. serv- 
ices co-ordinate their activities is. indicated 
by the assistance the Navy has given the 
Army in China. China is what might well 
be called an “army show,” but virtually all 
of the bombing has-been done by. Navy, not 
Army, planes, and. many successful forays 
by the Army were made possible by. the 
Navy’s air support. 


Working From Blueprints 
Prepared Long in Advance. 


The Japanese have an infinite capacity for 
detail; but many competent military ob- 
servers believe her forces must operate from 
a blueprint. prepared in advance, and may 
not, in the future, prove able to cope with 
unprepared emergencies which are sure to 
arise. The Japanese copy rather than in- 
vent or create for themselves. This is a 
fundamental weakness. The officers. are 
trained to obey, not to question. Unques- 
tionably this is an advantage in a surprise 
attack which comes off on schedule or in 
@ mass assault against weakly held points, 
such as Hongkong and Malaya, where even | 
the Japanese were startled by the quick 
successes; but initiative, so vital in the un- 
expected crisis, must be smothered in a 
training grind of this type. The rut of blind 
obedience has its drawbacks. 

Perhaps the most encouraging part of/the 
recent communique of the United States 
Navy on the sea battle off the Solomon 
Islands in November was this: ; 

“As they (the Japanese) approached’ the 
bombardment area they were engaged by 
units of our fleet, and the ensuing battle 
was fought at close range. . .... During this 
furious night engagement the Japanese 
seemed confused, and during the latter part 
of the battle two of the three .Japanese 
groups were firing at each other.” ‘

Before 
that most of his work had been-at a desk. In 
China he learned the value of mobile masses 
of troops, surprise attacks and modern 
equipment.

The trained group is large, since for

It cam be seen, therefore, thst it isn’t a 
lack. of man power. which. worries Japan; 
tt is her over-burdened merchant marine. 
She is trying to supply troops in an area 
which is six thousand miles from north to 
south and four thousand miles from east 
to west; and the problem is not only one 
of sending out materials’ from Japan since 
raw products must first be brought to the 
home islands for processing. Japan is the 
only great industrial nation'‘in the Orient; 
there are no adequate facilities for manu- 
facture elsewhere. 

Reliable estimates placed Japan’s ocean- 
going tonnage at the beginning of the war 
at a little more than five million tons. 
Much of that since has been sunk. There is 


ino way to estimate replacements, but it is 


known. that several shipyards to build 
wooden cargo vessels either are now in 
operation or will be shortly. One is in the 
Philippines.

TWILIGHT OF THE BOSSES: 
"POWER ON WANE, MACHINE 
POLITICS DOESN’T PAY OFF 


Old-Style Party Organizations Failed to De- 
liver the Votes in ‘Recent Elections—In- 
come Tax Law, SEC and Extension of Civil 
Service Among Principal Reasons. 


Gone are the days when a Boies 
Penrose could accumulate a cash 
box with $225,000 in currenty just for 
an emergency; when a Samuel In- 
sull could contribute $125,000 of 
public utility funds for the senato- 
rial election of a Frank L. Smith, 
or a William Vare could spend 
$800,000 of mysterious contribu- 
tions for a Senate seat, which was 
later. jerked out from under him. 


Contribtiting Factors. 


The principal reasons for this 
progress of political purification 
are the internal revenue laws 4s 
administered by Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau and Elmer 
L. Irey, chief co-ordinator of the 
Treasury Agency Services; the Se- 
curities and Exchange Acts, and, 
to a lesser degree, the extension of 
civil service in Federal, state and 
local governments. Other contrib- 
uting circumstances are the sharp 
curtailment of immigration, in- 
creased education of the voters and 
higher wages. It is rarely possi- 


with a dollar, a drink or a basket 
of coal, 

The present political bosses are 
old men and their successors are 
not in sight. As a long-time ca- 
reer, bossing, which is a 24-hour- 
day, year-round job, offers meager | 
financial prospects and truly dan- 
gerous risks, such asa stretch in 
the penitentiary—not for political 
crookedness, but for violation of 
the income tax or public utility 
laws. The old, effective combina- 
tion of Big Business and Practical 
Politics has been weakened. 


This is not to say that political 
bosses and machines have: been 
completely junked, As long as 
such men as the typical Boss 
Crump of Memphis seek power 
for power’s sake and Government 
officeholders and their families 
feel obligated to those giving em- 
ployment, some form of political 
organization will persist. These 
local bosses. with ‘their two-cylin- 
der jalopies,. however, cannot be 
compared with the crushing steam- 
rollers formerly operated by New 
York City’s Tammany or even by 
the now defunct Boss Pendergast 
of Missouri, who arrogantly dic- 
tated the Missouri congressional 
nominations and elections in 1932. 


Missouri Testing Ground. 


Missouri has been a laboratory 
for testing income and public util- 
ity laws on political organizations. 
The Pendergast setup was broken 
by Irey and District Attorney 
Maurice M, Milligan. This profita- 
ble outfit included politicians, of- 
fice holders, business men and 
gangsters. Among those sent to 
prison besides Pendergast were 
Robert E. O’Malley, State Insur- 
ance Commissioner; Otto P. Hig- 
gins, Kansas City police director; 
John J. Pryor,. contractor, and 
Charles V, Carrollo, gangster, John 
Lazia, gangster, for whom Pender- 
gast appealed to Postmaster Gen- 
eral-Democratic Chairman Farley, 
was murdered while his conviction 
was being appealed. 

Similar prosecutionz were started 
in Louisiana, where Huey Long’s 
henchmen had waxed rich on po- 
litical spoils,.

HE 1942 congressional elections demonstrated the diminishing 

power of political bosses and their well-oiled machines. It has 

been axiomatic that party organizations show their greatest 
effectiveness when voting is light, yet this year, with the vote about 
half what it was in 1940, the machines failed to deliver. 

Unless most signs fail, the old-style political machines will be 
diminishing factors in future campaigns for the simple reason that 
politics is becoming increasingly less profitable as a business. 


revenue agents were investigating 
the incomes of Bosses Kelly and 
Nash in Chicago, Mayor Hague of 
Jersey City and smaller political 
fry in the city machines through- 
out the country. This was enough 
to make politicians extremely wary 
about soliciting and accepting “ton- 
tributions,” because the tax laws

The Treasury and the Internal 
Revenue Bureau are not primarily 
interested in political corruption. 
Conviction of bribe-taking poli- 
ticians, crooked officeholders and 
gangsters is incidental to their

all sources, and it is perhaps sig- 
nificant that the first tangible evi- 
dence on the Missouri insurance 
scandal began with a routine exam- 
ination of insurance company books 
in Chicago. 


Federal Utility Laws.. 


The Federal public utility laws, 
in a different category, contain 
specific provisions covering polit- 
ical corruption. Thus the notori- 
ous "Union Electric case in Mis 
souri, resulting in the convictions 
of Louis Egan, Frank J. Boehm 
and Albert C, Laun, revealed the 
devious practices which utilities 
must resort to, such as “kickbacks” 
‘and padded expense accounts, in 
raising funds for buying politicians 
and officeholders. 

In the old days, Insull could dip 
into the till of his many utilities 
and with a few deft bookkeeping 
entries cover up the tens of thou- 
sands of dollars contributed to both 
Democratic and Republican bosses. 
Before the electric utilities gained 
prominence in the political field, 
the chief Big Business offenders 
against clean politics were the 
railroads, the whisky rings and 
the tariff-protected industries. Un- 
der present tax and Securities and 
Exchange laws officials of non- 
utilities will hesitate a long time 
before risking corporation funds 
for political shenanigans. 


Official returns are not yet avail- 
able in Washington to show how 
Tammany and other Democratic 
machines fell apart in the recent 
elections; how Kelly and Nash 
failed to pile up the expected ma- 
jority in Cook County for Ray- 
mond 8S. McKeough, the Demo- 
cratic senatorial candidate, and 
how Boss Hague was unable to 
re-elect Senator Smathers in New 
Jersey. 

Unofficial returns from, New 
York show that instead of the 
250,000 majority Farley publicly 
predicted for the five boroughs of 
New York City the actual count 
was around 75,000. Over in Jersey,

N reference to your editorial asking 

the question “Who will be the modern 
liberator of Italy?” I wish ta state the 
following: 

1. On Aug. 16, the Pan-American Free 
Italy Convention of Montevideo urged 
that an Italian National Council be es- 
tablished under the leadership of Count 
Carlo Sforza, one-time Foreign Minister 
of pre-Fascist Italy, and that an Italian 
Legion be organized under Commander 
Randolpo Pacciardi. , 

2. Pacciardi, the commander of the 
Italian Battalion “Garibaldi” which 
fought in Spain on the side of the Loyal- 
ists, has laid the preliminary ground and 
received innumerable applications. 

3. An effort had been made months 
ago to recruit some of the legionnaires 
among Italian prisoners in Egypt, but 
this movement was later stopped by the 
British. 

A revolution to free Italy cannot be 
organized today as in Garibaldi’s time 
by a few men armed with courage only. 
Even Garibaldi was helped with arms 
by Cavour and occasionally by the Brit- 
ish. Italians, who are ready to free Italy 
and fight together with the United Na- 
tions, cannot do so without the whole- 
hearted co-operation of the Governments 
of the United Nations, which as yet have 
not given recognition to the Italian Na- 
tional Council or allowed the establish- 
ment of the legion, 

If these two steps, which would rep- 
resent a logical aftermath of Francis 
Biddle’s declaration, be taken immedi- 
ately, and the leaders sent by plane to 
North Africa, the free Italians will be- 
' come at once an effective means toward 
the liberation of Italy from Fascist and 
Nazi dictators and will thus contribute 
toward the ending of this war, thereby 
saving lives of United Nations soldiers, 
as well as lives of their fellow Italians 
compelled to fight by the _ dictators 
against their will 

The writer does not wish to imply that 
Sforza and Pacciardi will be Italy’s lib- 
erators, but on their record they have 
the confidence of free Italians and de- 
serve the help of all freedom-loving peo- 
ple.

For the first time since 1939, the tide is running 
with the United Nations, But not in India. India 
is a festering sore. An American correspondent, 
writing from Kunming, China, after a month’s trav- 
el through India, reported the other day: | 

It is almost impossible to assess the funda- 
mental, almost biological, hatred of, Britain 
which is increasing with each act of violent re- 
pression. 

Even if we dismiss all other reasons why this 
dangerously unwholesome condition should be cor- 
rected, it should be corrected because of the vital 
strategic importance of India to the global strategy 
of the war. We must not only hold India—its loss 
would be calamitous—but we must use India as a 
springboard for the rescue of China and the fight 
against Japan. This is elemental and axiomatic. 
So let us concede, at the outset, that any settle- 
ment between Great Britain and India must reserve 
to the United Nations the undisputed authority over 
its naval and military defenses, 

Let us concede that any settlement in which the 
specter of passive rather than active resistance to 
the Axis hovers over the conference table would 
be inacceptable. 

Let us concede, and this is implicit in the forego- 
ing, that the settlement of the Indian problem 
cannot be an act of quixotic idealism, by which the 
400,000,000 inhabitants of the sub-continent would 
be turned loose for the wolves to prey upon, be- 
fore they are ready to defend or govern themselves. 

Let us concede that the deep cleavages among 
Hindus, Moslems, Sikhs and others add deep per- 
plexities and complexities to any attempt at set- 
tlement. 

Let us concede that the British offer to India, as 
conveyed by Sir Stafford Cripps, had merits and 
virtues. 

Yet, when all concessions are made, the fact still 
remains that the Indian problem is unsettled and 
that its settlement is a matter of vital concern to 


the United Nations. 


It is interesting to recall that the negotiations 
between Sir Stafford and the Indian leaders came

Earlier, he had said he would give Britain time 
to make further proposals before beginning the dis- 
obedience campaign, but no such proposals were 
forthcoming. 

In a communication to the Post-Dispatch, pub- 
lished Aug. 18, Frederick L. Schuman, Woodrow 
Wilson professor of government at Williams Cal- 
lege, wrote: 

The British decision to outlaw the Indian 
National Congress at a time when no overt act 
of disobedience had taken place, and Gandhi was 
preparing an appeal to the Viceroy and to the 
United. Nations for further negotiations, is re- 
garded by many'as justified... . 

Yet even those who accept this view know in 
their hearts that there could be no graver dis- 
aster to the cause of freedom than what has | 
happened in India, and no folly more wicked 
than the folly which seeks to save India from 
her enemies through a policy of’ terrorization 
indorsed by her friends. 


In a dispatch from Bombay to the Post-Dispatch, 
Aug. 13, A. T. Steele wrote: 

There has been a flood of appeals from Indian 
organizations and individuals for the British 
Government to renew its efforts to seek a set- 
tlement with the Indian nationalists which 
would put an end to civil disobedience and en- 
list India in the United Nations’ war effort. 

The British position is that, inasmuch as 
Mohandas K. Gandhi has thrown down the chal- 
lenge of open revolt with full cognizance of the 
risks involved, the British cannot be expected 
to take the initiative and reopen negotiations 
while under pressure of disorder and lawless- 
ness. 

So between April 11 and Aug. 13, the British were 
unyielding, while Gandhi and other leaders were 
pleading with them, with the United States and 
with the United Nations in general to reopen the 
discussions. Instead, on Aug. 9, the British Gov- 
ernment of India rounded up Gandhi and other 


Indian nationalist leaders, and put them into prison. 


Just as a labor union holds the strike : weapon 
over an employer, Gandhi held the civil disobedience 
threat over the heads of the British. The British, 
instead of negotiating further, accepted the chal- 
lenge and the fat was in the fire. On both sides, 
pride was involved—Britain’s imperial pride and 
India’s nationalistic pride—but we think the evi- 
dence shows that, at all times between April and 
August, negotiations could have been reopened. And 
we think it shows, too, that even at the last moment, 
the civil disobedience campaign could have been 
averted if the British had offered’ to renew their 


proposals. 
It is with no desire to rake up old coals that we 


review the events of last spring and summer, but 
only to indicate that even now it is not too late to 
sit around the conference table once more. Negotia- 
tions, however difficult, might lead to something. 
Civil disobedience, on the other hand, leads only 
to unrest, violence, hatred and bloodshed, with con- 
sequent danger to the proper defense of India. 

So, we say again, we earnestly hope that Mr. 
Churchill will try once more. We think he has the 
opportunity for a magnificent act of statesmanship. 
We think he could announce that he is releasing 
Gandhi, Nehru and the other leaders from prison; 
that he is sending Sir Stafford Cripps or some other 
envoy to New Delhi; that he is going to make an- 
other sincere attempt to solve the Indian problem. 

Even if he were met with flat refusal by Gandhi, 
his offer would increase the prestige of the United 
Nations all over the world and his new attitude 
would quiet the fears and apprehensions that many 
Americans feel concerning the whole British atti- 
tude toward India. It would be a net gain. 

If Gandhi were willing to meet Churchill half- 
way; to sit down again at the conference table, who 
knows but that great and wholesome results would 
follow? 


We think it is worth trying. 
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Business must reconquer what was once 
supremely its own, namely, public confi- 
dence. Fortunately, the worst is over. 
There may be the lingering thought that 
business and management are “behaving” 
only because of wartime pressures and war- 
time profits. But this skepticism is utterly 
unjustified. Public confidence is sharply 
on the upgrade. It must not only be re 
tained and deepened—it must be deserved! 


At this juncture, the paramount duty of 
all business men, of all. Americans, is to con- 
centrate on winning the war. But I believe 
that intelligent planning for the post-war 
years is an essential part of that victory, 
one that can be carried on without detract- 
ing from all-out production. 

The core of the complex problems that 
face us will be unemployment. Unless em- 
ployment is assured, people here, ag in 
other countries, will be tempted to swap 
their freedom for food, shelter and security. 
American business, therefore, must recog- 
nize its obligation to provide employment 
}and security. 

Fortunately, we shall have at our disposal 
at the end of the war six powerful tools 
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No one with eyes to see and a heart to 
feel will deny that the system has also 
given us results of another kind. It has 
failed to prevent periods of tragic depres- 
sion and the,frightful waste represented by 
cycles of mass unemployment. The forces 
of individual enterprise and unrelenting 
competition gave America the world’s high- 
est standard of living. . But they did not 
commensurately arouse man’s sense of ob- 
ligation to his fellow man, 

Let’s recognize these things frankly. Then 
we shall be able to conserve the construc- 
tive and useful values in the American way 
of life. The threat to those values is from 
two directions. : . 

First, there are those ultra-conservatives 
who dislike change, any sort of change, and 
hence would turn back the clock of history. 

Second, at the other extreme are the 
clamorous coliectivists: psychologically one 
breed whether they call themselves Fascists 
or Communists. These are so conscious of 
the unsavory by-products of the American 
system that they are blind to its achieve-

‘Speculation on Terms. 

Various reports concerning the 
terms of the forthcoming French-

neva publishes an article under a 
Paris dateline entitled, “Provision- 
al Peace for France,” and gives 
the following list of its clauses: 

1. The Vichy Government’s 
sovereignty would be “left in- 
tact.” 

2. French industries would co- 
operate wholeheartedly with 
Germany. 

3. Special status would be giv- 
en Alsace Lorraine. 

4. No actual military partici- 
pation in the war would be de- 
manded of France except in 
case of Allied landings on 
French metropolitan territory. 

Other reports today are that La- 
vall has consented to a plebiscite 
for Corsica and Nice after the war 
in exchange for Axis recognition 
of the French Empire, and that 
France also would adhere to the 
anti-Comintern pact. 

None of these reports is con- 
firmed here so far, but French 
experts are inclined to consider 
them likely feelers. 


French Reaction Watched. 

The reaction of French public 
opinion to such terms undoubtedly 
is the main concern of the Ger- 
mans today. Experiment in Nor- 
way has shown them the limita- 
tions of a government which does 
not-.enjoy public support. The de- 
termined resistance of the Nor- 
wegians has forced the: Nazis to 
refrain from officially recognizing 
the Quisling government. Now, 
Germany obviously is afraid the 
Norwegian experience may be re- 
peated in France. 

This explains why the Germans 
are probably watching carefully 
all unofficial reactions to Laval’s 
latest broadcast. It also explains 
the stress placed by the German 
press today upon Marshal Petafn’s 
greater popularity and his moral 
pane political force in France.

GUN-FIGHTING AT SEA

The 
problem was the storming of a 
beach, the landing of an invasion 
force. The battleship is ideally 
suited to the support of action of 
this kind. Battleship main t- 
teries throw a heavy weight ‘of 
metal for very long ranges—given 
aircraft spotting they can fire over 
the horizon at targets 18 to 20 
miles away. Battleship armor is 
stout enoygh.to hold off the fire 
of all but the heaviest coast de- 
fense guns—the few places where 
such guns exist would hardly be 
chosen as landing points in any 
case. Battleship anti-aircraft bat- 
teries, in their present form, put 
up the most murderous anti-air- 
craft barrage faced by airmen any- 
where—and in amphibian warfare 
the battleship can be employed at 
times when air interference is dif- 
ficult or impossible, at dawn, or 
at night, or “under cover of fog or 
overcast. The battleship is also. 
stout enough to screen landing op- 
erations from disturbance by hos- 
tile surface forces unless those are 
in powerful concentration, 

Altogether, this type of man-of- 
war is well suited, indeed, to lie 
offshore as guardian of a modern 
invasion movement, 

Nor is this the end of the battle- 
ship’s usefulness. 


Cautiously Used in Past. 


Theoretically the heavy dread- 
nought is the stoutest and most 
impregnable of all gun-fighting 
ships. It has held this place for 
well over a quarter of a century. 
Yet through most of .the World 
War and during a good part of 
this one, the battleship’s very value 
has wrapped the type in a sort of 
strategic cotton-wool and made it 
seem too precious to risk. 


Admirals haven't hesitated to 
send frail destroyers and slender 
cruisers into situations of the great- 
est danger—but when it came to 
the dreadnought, they have pujled 
their punches time and time again. 
Instead of treating the giant battle- 
wagons as heavyweight sluggers, 
able and ready to mix it in any 
company, these ships have become 
the victims of an unwritten belief 
that the loss of a battleship 
amounts to a national calamity, 
and that, therefore, the dread- 
noughts should be kept out of 
trouble rather than sent into it.

But the chips are down. No 
party to the war is holding back 
anything that can be used for 
punching power—and suddenly we 
discover that the battleship is the 
heavy tank of sea warfare. The 
battleship is a ship of the line. In 
football terms, it is the forward 
wall, the hole-opener, the plodding 
but steady ground-gainer. It lacks 
the spectacular “forward passing” 
ability of the aircraft carrier. It’s 
seldom that a linesman gets away 
for a long run. 

But this old slugger—especially 
in its new 30-knot form—takes on 
an altogether new value if used 
with daring and imagigation, if 
used with the same vigor that 
cruisers and destroyers are used. 
There are, to be sure, a number 
of things that it can’t do, but 
there are also a number of things 
that the battleship CAN do better 
than any other type of ship. 

The gun is a weapon of close 
contact, as contact is measured in 
modern terms, an_ infighting 
weapon. 

The closer the contact, the 
smaller the gun that can be used 
effectively, This truth was dem- 
onstrated all over again the first 
night naval action of the’ recent 
series of Solomon Islands battles, 
when Rear Admiral Callaghan 
took the heavy cruiser San Fran- 
cisco in to close quarters against 
a Japanese battleship. 

Rapid Fire Counts. 

The San Francisco’s main bat- 
tery mounts nine 8-inch guns; they 
are backed by a number of lighter 
weapons. She was up against a 
ship mounting 14-inch guns. Under 
ordinary circumstances, assuming 
gunnery of equal excellence, the 
heavy ship would have all the ad- 
vantage. 

But 8-inch guns fire much more 
rapidly than 14-inch. And at the 
short, almost point-blank ranges 
of night-battle, modern 8-inch guns 
probably have enough penetrating 
power to get through most of the 
cease of Japan’s old Kongo class 
battleships... Should an, attacking 
cruiser get the jump at short 
range, and start pouring accurate 
rapid fire into a battleship’s upper 
works where the fire-control sta- 
tions are located, it is possible that 
she might silence her heavier op- 
ponent—the odds would be good 
enough to warrant the trial.

1942, Britain agreed to take all of 
the Turkish chrome output and, it 
is understood, passed on this vital 
war raw material to the United 
States. That arrangement was 
made at a time when Turkey was 
under extreme German pressure 

As a sop to the Germans, the 
Turks agreed to deliver 90,000 tons 
to Germany next year if the Ger- 
mans had delivered finished war 
material to Turkey valued at 18,- 
000,000 Turkish pounds by the end 
of this year, 

Throughout the German summer 
campaign against Russia, and ob- 
serving the apparently perilous po- 
sition of the British Army in 
Egypt, the Turks were unwilling 
to take up a stiff attitude toward 
the Germans. It is understood 
that the Turkish attitude had un-

The Turks now recognize that 
supplying chrome to Germany is 
only’ calculated to lengthen the 
war and -they are insisting that 
Germany has not performed its 
part of their bargain.

Words of en- 
dearment poured from her lips, 
and cat-like she purred. When 
she joined us, she made the sign 
of the Cross and prayed. She 
talked of the trials Russians have 
endured from “the evildoers,” 
which is the way she referred to 
the Germans. 

“I am 70 years old, my darlings,” 
she said. “I have no education, 
but I am not an old-fashioned 
woman. I have been to a city— 
even to Moscow—have had tea in 
restaurants. Yes, I have, my dar- 
lings, and there is nothing like it 
or better. But when they (the 
Germans) came here, I thought all 
was at an end;-that Akulina Con- 
dratyevna Yegorovad never would 
see the inside of a restattrant 

again, but soon would be laid in 

her tomb. The Lord was merci- 

ful. Like the apostles from heaven 

our own dear boys came and how 

I wept when I saw them. I wept 

and prayed, prayed and wept, so 

happy was I to see them and to 

talk to them. Then I saw our boys 

leading two evildoers; so I rushed 

over and held the staff of the 

Cross over the head of the Russian 

commander. 

“‘Beloved man,’ I entreated, ‘let 
me hit them on the head as I have 
wanted to hit them.’ 

“But the commander said: ‘No, 
grandmother, I cannot allow it.’ 

“‘Just once,’ I begged, so they 
would know a little bit about how 
it feels to be hit. 

“But the commander was firm. 
He said: ‘No, granny, I cannot let 
you hit them.’ 

“*Then,’ I said, ‘promise me one 
thing, darling, you won’t feed them 
a mouthful of bread. Let them eat 
grass, eyen as they have made us 
eat grass.’ 

“He promised me, but I do not 
believe he kept his promise. 

“Ah, my children, if only I could 
have hit them on the head with 
this staff!” 

We talked on and then came the 
question which peasants of liber- 
ated villages invariably ask out- 
siders: “Do you think they (the 
Germans) will come back?” 

A young Russian Lieutenant who 
was with me said: “Of course not, 
grandmother.” 

“Then,” asked the old woman 
with rapture, “I can go to the city 
and drink tea in a restaurant?” 

“Yes, grandmother,” said the 
Lieutenant, smiling. 

“Thank you, little son,” she said, 
beaming. “I will go to Kalinin and 
Moscow and visit the best restau- 
rants and I will sit down to a clean 
table and they will bring me tea 
and it will be wonderful to drink 
it, glass .after glass, with 
and lemon and with jam and bis- 
cuit—yes, I will go, I will go.” 


People live for the most part in

home?” 


Home—Even in a Hole. 

“Oh, no,” she said, “now that the 
Germans have gone we don’t want 
to leave. There is nothing like 
your own home, even if it is a 
hole in the ground.” 

I glanced at three children sit- 
ting beside an oven, their eyes 
aglow. with eagerness. 

“And you children,” I asked, 
“wouldn’t you like to go?” 

“No,” burst out one boy, and 
others smiled agreement. 

“Everything here is familiar to 
us,” the mother continued, “and 
it’s like our own that we have 
grown up with. We love it; so we 
stay.” 

The peasants love their own land, 
their own village. Even if it is only 
a ruin they prefer it, and this is 
true of peasantry in other recon- 
quered villages which I have visit- 
ed. They cling to their native piece 
of land with all the tenderness 
and passion of their hearts. 

Sergi Iwanitch Ivanov, a man of 
53 years, ig an accountant at the 
Kolkhoz. I asked him if there was 
anything constructive in the Ger- 
man “new order,” even if it were 
unacceptable to the Russians. 

He said: “When they came here 
they told us there was no more 
Kolkhoz—they distributed horses 
and harnesses. Two days later 
they took them away. They took 
everything except what we buried 
in the ground, and most of that 
they also found and dug up.” 

“What did they do about the 
land?” I asked. 

“They wanted to establish obsht- 
shina—community. They said they 
wanted to divide the land on 
the basis of individual holdings, but 
that the village would work col- 
lectively and would be collectively 
responsible for taxes and other ob- 
ligations to the German govern- 
ment.” 


Czarist Land System. 


This was a revival of the land 
system under the former Czarist 
government known as “obshtina” 
or “mir.” Such a revival is only 
one more manifestation of the an- 
cient primitivism which the German 
“new order” is seeking to foist on 
the Russian villages. 

E asked further questions, but 
Sergei Ivanitch was more interest- 
ed in talking about the Germans 
and their “new order.” 

“I fought three years in the last 
war,” he said, “and I met Germans 
everywhere. Those Germans had 
some respect for Russians as hu- 
man beings. They had a deep re- 
gard for every nail and every 
piece of lumber that fell into their 
hands. But these new Germans— 
what kind of mothers have given 
them birth? 

“I had a wall clock in my house. 
One day Fritz came and took the 
clock from the wall and threw the 
insides out the window. Now why 
did he do it?” 

To Sergei Ivanitch such acts are 
nothing more than vandalism, but 
incidents like this are genera] un- 
der Hitler’s “new order.” In Rus- 
sian villages, it becomes apparent, 
even an old wall. clock is a mark of

NEW YORK, Nov. 21 (AP).—

The Cadets took on Princeton's 
claw-less Tigers before some 25,000 
damp fans in neutral Yankee Sta- 
dium and made mud pies on the 
Tiger goal line all afternoon to 
gain a 40 to 7 victory for their 
biggest scoring spree of the sea- 
son. Transportation problems 
transplanted the game to New 
York from Princeton. 

As a battle, it served as nothing 
more than a good warm-up for 
Army for next Saturday’s service 
shindig at Annapolis. With a 
couple of reserve backs — Bob 
Woods of Corning, N. Y., and Tom 
Lombardo of St. Louis—hitting the 
jackpot for five touchdowns be- 
tween. them, the Cadets really piled 
it on the once-proud Tiger, to turn 
in the most lop-sided walloping in 
the half-century history of this 
series. 

While Princeton was unable to 
do a thing all day, except against 
Army’s weaker second-string pass 
defenders in the fourth quarter.

N order to cut down Agent Elle- 
brecht’s current quota of some 50 

telephone inquiries a day, thereby 
allowing Mrs, Ellebrecht to catch 
up with her housework,-we will 
inform hunters it’ is’ against. the 
law to keep quail in cold storage. 

Those sections of the Wildlife 
and Forestry Code regardiing stor- 
age of game have been liberalized, 
but they still don’t include quail. 
You can store deer, elk, bear, 
moose, rabbits, pheasants, grouse 
and partridge for 90 days after the 
close of the season in the state 
where you shot them, and migra- 
tory waterfowl for 30 days after 
the close of the season in the state 
where taken. But you can’t store 
quail.

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MARINES KNBCKED| 42 
OUT'9 JAP TANKS 
TO CRUSH ATTACK 


Lieutenant Tells How 
Americans on Guadal- 
canal Turned Back Foe 
in Battle at River.

GUADALCANAL, Solomon Is- 
lands, Oct. 24— (Delayed) — Ma- 
rines have hurled back the first 
determined Japanese push in the 
enemy’s new  counteroffensive 
against the American-held Guadal- 
canal airdrome area, 

Last night, nine enemy tanks 
tried to force a crossing at the 
sandbar at the mouth of the Ma- 
tanikau River to break through 
the American lines four miles west 
of the main runway. All nine 
were destroyed in the seven-hour 
night battle. 

Antiaircraft tank guns and car- 
rier-mounted artillery knocked 
out the Japanese tanks one by one 
as they made their rush, while 
American artillery laid down a 
deadly barrage against Japanese 
infantry massed behind the | tank 
spearhead. 

20 Zeros Shot Down. 

Yesterday was a good: day for 
the American forces on Guadal- 
canal. Our fighter pilots de- 
stroyed 20 Zeros and one bomber 
without the loss of a single Amer- 
ican pilot. It was the biggest bag 
of the vaunted Zero fighters that 
our pilots so far have to their 
credit. 

With this air victory to cheer 
us, some gathered in the hour be- 
fore sunset yesterday to play crib- 
bage. Japanese artillery had 
fired intermittently throughout the 
day, popping shells at various 
points inside our lines. Our ar- 
tillery had been returning the 
fire—with interest. 

We had grown so accustomed to 
the booming of guns that we 
scarcely noticed the distant rumble 
from the direction of the Matani- 
kau River. As it persisted, how- 
ever, we decided to investigate. 
Headquarters presented a busy 
gcene, Officers hurried by. “It 

poks like this is the night,” one 

aid. It was the night—the first 
bf many nights of fighting which 
rill come as the struggle for Hen- 
derson Field continues. 

During the two previous nights 
the Japs had felt out our defensive 
lines at the mouth of the Matani- 
kau, On the night of Oct, 21, they 
had gent tanks up the coastal road, 
but they were driven back from 
the west side of the river by heavy 
concentrations laid down by our 
artillery. One enemy tank was 
knocked out. 

The Big Push Starts. 

Last night at 6 o’clock the big 
push started. First, the Japs 
brought every variety of fire to 
bear on the east flank of the 
Matanikau at the river’s mouth. 
‘A six-inch gun, field artillery, 
heavy mortars and machine guns, 
all concentrated on that sector, 
warned of an impending charge. 

The Marines holding the line at 
that point, under the command of 
Lieut. Col. William McKelvey, U. 
S. M. C., of Washington, could see 
Jap tanks milling about the other 
side of the river. Immediately our 
artillery replied with a heavy bar- 
rage, blasting the area from the 
river to Point Cruz, some 1250 
yards to-.the west. 

Dive bombers took the air and 
bombed the enemy lines. Marines 
at the front could hear’ the 
screams of Japanese as the bombs 
and shells crashed among them. 

' Yanks Launch Attack. 

The Japs soon feinted against 
our line about 500 yards up the 
river. It appeared they might try 
to cross the muddy Matanikau at 
that point, but the strong attack 
developed at the 50-yard sandbar 
which closes the river’s outlet to 
the sea. Shortly after dusk, the 
first tank charge came. In the 
evening haze, the Marine defend- 
ers could see a tank rumbling east- 
ward on the coast road, Then 
another dashed out of a concealed 
jungle tract to the southeast and 
across the spit. Before it could 
be stopped, it overran a machine 
gun position on the right bank, 
then stopped dead ag it hit a post. 

A carrier-mounted gun quickly 
swung into position and shot a hole 
through the stricken tank, but its 
motor was still running. A hand 
grenade wrecked the treads on one 
side. Then the tank turned on 
full power, went into reverse and 
ran 20 yards into the sea, where 
it was knocked out of commis- 
gion. 

The battle grew hot as the Japs 


pushed more and more tanks to- 


ward the spit. The toll of Jap 
tanks mounted as they tried four 
times to cross the bar and blast a 
path for infantry. 
nine af them were knocked out by 
artillery and antitank guns and 
lay disabled on, the sandbar or in 
the water. Jap infantry never suc- 


ceeded in forcing a crossing of the 


sandspit. 
Morning Mop-up. 
About midnight there was anoth- 
er flare-up at the bend of the river, 
500 yards from its mouth. A few 
Japs infiltrated through our lines, 
but Were mopped up in the morn- 
ing. Some tried to cross by a rope 
which Marine patrols had put 
across the river’s Mouth as a guid- 
line for rubber boats, but were 
picked off by Marine machinegun- 
ners.

Greatly Underestimated. in 1941 : 


Enemy Would Have Almost None Left on 
Basis of. Pre-War Data— Present | 
Power of World’s Navies. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 21 (AP).— 
Every important naval engage- 
ment starts a train of speculation 
as to how the balance of sea power 
has been altered between the Axis 
countries and the United Nations. 
This has been particularly true of 
the recent Pacific fleet victories 
over the Japanese Navy. 

No question is more vital among 
the issues which will determine 
final victory. And no question, in 
the present state of secrecy in wey 
and Allied admiralties alike, 
more baffling. 

A year ago today it was possible 
to sit down with a. set of charts 
and tables and see how many each 
nation had of the great.and small 
ships which, with their crews, 
make up the measurable element 
of sea power. 

The charts showed a great edge 
for America over Japan. The 
charts were wréng. 

Unhappily Japan won the pre- 
war battle of espionage so coOm- 
pletely that almost everything Ja- 
pan’s enemies thought they knew 
about its Navy was in some degree 
inaccurate. The timing and suc- 
cess of the enemy’s attack on Pear] 
Harbor was perfect proof of the 
spy job the Japanese had done. 


Mistake on Jap Cruisers. 


A single illustration will show 
the extent of error of the on-the- 
record American information about 
Japan’s pre-war naval strength. 
The best available data up to Dec. 
7 was that the Japanese had a 
total of 46 cruisers. In the il 
months of war since then the Al- 
lies in the Pacific—mainly the 
United States—have officially re- 
ported the sinking of 33 cruisers, | 
That would leave the Japanese 
Navy with 13. But more than the 
number sunk have been damaged 
more or less badly. 

The explanation on which naval 
experts agree is that this country 
did not know how many cruisers 
Japan had, Doubt having been 
cast on one category, all the others 
have since been suspect. 

Naval men in position to know 
say, therefore, that only the most 
general conclusions can be drawn 
about the present relative 
strengths and distribution of the 
world’s navies and their adequacy 
for their jobs. 

Here are the conclusions: 


—UNITED STATES— 

In the Pacific, having repulsed 
the Japanese in the Coral Sea, at 
Midway and in the Solomon 
Islands, the United States navy is 
supreme in its own territory, 
which is roughly east of the great 
strategic line from the western 
Aleutian islands through Midway 
to Samoa and south of the line 
from Samoa through Guadalcanal 
to Port Moresby, New Guinea. 

In the Atlantic and elsewhere it 
has driven the submarine almost 
entirely out of American waters 
and with Allied ships is delivering 
the goods to the British, Russian, 
African and other war fronts, 

To do this seven-ocean job the 
United States had at the start of 
ths war a one-ocean navy built 
and a two-ocean navy on the way, 
and they shaped up in this man- 
ner: 

Built—17 battleships, 7 aircraft 
carriers, 37 cruisers, 171 destroyers, 
113 submarines—total 345. 

Building—15 battleships, 11 car- 
riers, 54 cruisers, 193 destroyers, 73 
submarines—total 346. 

Lost in the war to date—1 battle- 
ship, 4 aircraft carriers, 6 cruisers, 
a4 destryoers, 5 submarines—total 

The official pre-war building 
total now possesses only historical 
interest. Two battleships have 
been launched since Pearl Harbor 
and many ships in other cate- 
gories. But work has been stopped 
on plans for other battleships to 
make way for aircraft carriers, al- 


‘riers, 10 cruisers, 


far more than the number shown 
and the same is undoubtedly true 
of all types except battleships. — ' 
—JAPAN— 
‘The Japanese navy now operates 
almost entirely in home waters or 
waters close by. There it has not 
been challenged and is still su- 
preme. It at once defends and de- 
pends on a highly intricate system 
of island bases from which spreads 
an umbrella of land-based aircraft 
to shield the surface ships. But 
the Japanese navy was so badly 
battered in the Coral Sea, at Mid- 
is | way and among the Solomons that 
it may even now bea crippled 
force incapable of recovering any 
effective striking power before this 
war ends, 

Following is the Japanese na- 
val picture based on what was re- 
ported here when the war started: 

Built—10 battleships, 8 carriers, 
46 cruisers, 125 destroyers, 71 
submarines—total ° 260. ; 

Building—8 battleships, 2 car- 
11 destroyers, 
7 submarines—total 38. 

Lost to date—2 (possibly 3) bat- 
tleships. 6 aircraft carriers, 33 
(possibly 34) cruisers, 48 destroy- 
ers, 28 submarines—total 117. 

-It- is doubtful whether any of 
the categories for the Japanese 
are reasonably accurate except the 
list of ships they have lost and 
Navy men fell that their reports 
on destructions are conservative. 
Unquestionably the Japanese had 
more aircraft carriers, just as they 
had more cruisers, than we 
thought they had at the start of 
the war. A generally accepted 
guess here at this time is that 
they probably had about 12 car- 
riers, for several have been badly 
damaged in addition to the six 
sunk, 

—GREAT BRITAIN— 

America’s powerful ally is chief- 
ly responsible for guarding its own 
home waters, the northern supply 
lines to Russia and the European 
portions of the supply lines to 
Africa, and for keeping the Ital- 
ian fleet bottled up in its Mediter- 
ranean ports and Germany’s rel- 
atively few ships at a safe dis- 
tance from Allied nvoys wher- 
ever they opera About the 
time of America’s/ entry into the 
war, the British were credited 
here with: 

Built—16 battleships, eight air- 
craft carriers, 63 cruisers, 210 de- 
stroyers and 46 submarines—total 
343. 

Building—Six battleships, three 
aircraft carriers, 14 cruisers. De- 
stroyers and submarine building 
were unreported. 

Several weeks ago the Admiralty 
in London let it be known that 
British building up to that time 
had approximately restored all 
British naval losses and, in some 
categories, had raised the number 
beyond the total at the time Brit- 
ain went to war. Thus the British 
Navy, like the American Navy, is 
now stronger in most respects than 
ever before despite its losses. 

Beyond the relative strength of 
the three great pre-war naval pow- 
ers, the United States, Britain and 
Japan, are the naval forces of Ger- 
many and Italy and the scattered, 
battered forces of France, part 
loyal to Vichy, a few units loyal 
to the fighting French and the Al- 
lied cause and some others immo- 
bilized in British ports. 

Germany's great threat is its 
submarine force -~which has been 
estimated variously at 120 to 400 
units. Germany’‘s tactical problem 
has been not to protect supply 
lines of its own but to attack those 
of the Allies. 

Italy had a sizable navy when 
it entered the war, one which 
would have been a formidable 
force in the Mediterranean had it 
been fought ‘with the skill and dar- 
ing characteristic of American and 
British operations, Its usefulness 
to the Axis has been largely nulli-

Customers must pay their bills 
as usual, but they will be given 
an equivalent amount in war sav- 
ings stanips or bonds along with 
a paid receipt. The dividends will 
range from minimum residential 
bills of 50 cents to industrial state- 
ments in excess of $1000, Commis- 
sioners Willis J, Spaulding an- 
nounced. The average will be $5.50

are the many kindergarten 

and grade pupils who come 
to the agency for after-school 
care until their working mothers 
return home. Then there is the 
14- and 15-year-old girl who can- 
not come to the agency for an 
afternoon of fun because she has 
to stay home and care for the 
younger children. Her leisure 
activities have to be planned for 
early evening hours. As these 
younger girls are taking more 
home responsibilities, they need 
to learn home nursing, nutritign 
and budget planning. Boy and 
girl parties have to be arranged 
for girls less than 18, who need 
stable contacts with boys. At 
the same time there is a need to 
give the girls and their soldier 
friends an opportunity to enjoy 
the agency through soldier par- 
ties. 

The agencies are also faced 
with the task of adapting hours 
to the times the people can come 
to the centers. Activities at all 
hours, even from midnight to 
early morning, should be 
arranged. 

Mrs. Esserman says: “Aca- 
demic education is not as impor- 
tant as experience in leadership, 
some special hobby or skill, and 
above all a liking for people and 
the capacity for giving one’s self 
unselfishly.” Men and women 
from 16 to 40 may volunteer, 
although older persons with 
special ability to teach groups 
will be welcomed. Teachers are 
excellently qualified for recrea- 
tion work because of their train- 
ing; college students are also 
another preferred type; older 
Girl Scouts through the Senior 
Service Scout program, recently 
have been placed in recreation 
work by the Social Planning 
Council. It is hoped by those 
interested that young business 
men will see that this kind

Sadly, giving up land they 
loved, the Yoder (Kan.) colony 
packed somber, simple belongings 
several years ago and moved into 
Iowa and Indiana when oil discov- 
eries threw hateful derrick shad- 
ows’ across their fields, More left 
farms around Dodge Cfty . for 
Maryland when they.could not rec- 
oncile) themselves to. the use of 
combines in harvesting their 
wheat, The whole history of the 
black-frocked, down-gazing agrari- 
an followers of the seventeenth cen- 
tury ascetic Jacob Amen, and of 
their more liberal Mennonite breth- 
ren, has been one of pensive mi- 
gration, always away from the lux- 
uries and amusements that might 
destroy the strength of their rigid 
religion, tempting them sinfully 
from the path of their fathers. 

But from war, or the alternative 
of conscientious objection that 
democratic law offers their young 
men, there is no insulation for any 
Amish, including the. almost 3000 
whose funereal buggies, shaggy, 
beards, niodel farms and prim, 
bare homes have been landmarks 
in Douglas. and Moultrie counties 
for more than 70 years. .They 
must share, with the nearby Men- 
nonites they scorn for succumbing 
to the temptations of such Beelze- 
bubbery as rugs, buttons, lace cur- 
tains, radios, telephones and auto- 
mobiles, the ill-will of those who 
heed the cajl to arms unquestion- 
ingly. 

“They've got the finest farms 
hereabouts,” murmured one wasp- 
ish citizen of Arthur, spitting deft- 
ly, contemptuously from the door- 
way of Todd's Cafe to a stain on 
the curbing.

HAMMOND, Ind., Nov. 21. 

HE last chapter in the strange 
a life of wealthy, eccentric and 

once beautiful Isabel D. McHie, 
has finally been written, The period 
has‘ been added to the story and 
the long and unusual tale of a 
woman who was nobody until she 
became beauty queen of the 1893 
Chicago world’s fair and then rose 


to riches and notoriety is at last 


ended. With the courts’ approval 
of the once-fair Isabel’s dying 
wish to toss some $300,000 to the 
dogs, the saga of the McHie car- 
ryings-on has now become legend. 
It was back in 1923 that Mrs. 
McHie, then estranged from her 
wealthy husband, Sidmon McHie, 
Hammond (Ind.) publisher, first 
voiced her observation: “The more 
I see of humans, the better I like 
dogs.” Between that date and her 
death in 1939, nothing, evidently, 
-happened to raise the human race 
to any higher estate in Mrs. Mc- 
Hie’s opinion. Her will provided 
that the bulk of her estate go to 
the dogs and now, in spite of hus- 
band McHie’s protests, the courts 
have decided that if Isabel wanted 
to shower her shekels on the pups, 
it was nobody’s business but her 
own. By a ruling of the United 
States Cireuit Court of Appeals 
earlier this month, most of the 
irascible Isabel’s fortune: will go 
to Seeing Eye, Inc., the Morris- 
town, N. J., organization which 
trains dogs to lead the blind. 
Originally, and prior to 1923, 
when she cut the canines in for 
a slice of her estate, Isabel had 
planned to leave her dough to a 
children’s hospital. What changed 
Isabel’s mind was a slight alter- 
cation with the choirmaster of 
New York’s exclusive Fifth Ave- 
nue Episcopal Church of St. Thom- 
as. This pile of stately Gothic 
architecture stood across the street 
from the palatial Fifth Avenue 
home which had been one of the 
wedding presents to Isabel from 
her husband, and what with daily 
choir practice and Sunday singing 
efforts, St. Thomas’ choir came to 
rasp upon Isabel’s nerves. When 
entreaty failed to move the church 
vestrymen to discontinue the serv- 
ices of the choir, Isabel armed 
herself with phonograph records 
and a powerful amplifying device, 
and returned the Te Deum with a 
little victrola din. ‘The choir 
ignored this slight annoyance, and 


Isabel came out loser. But not to 
be reduced to complete ignominy 
in the battle, she hit upon the 
master stroke of publicly denounc- 
ing choir boys through having her 
will published in the newspapers. 
As Isabel explained: If she left 
her money to a children’s hospi- 
tal, some of those children might 
grow up to become choir boys and 
rather than have the world 
plagued by the addition of even 
one more choir boy, she had de- 
cided to leave her money for the 
improvement of canines. 

So, in place of the proposed 
foundation for the endowment of 
a children’s hospital, Isabel sub- 
stituted plans for the building in 
New York of the world’s largest 
hospital for the treatment of ani- 
mals. In a place of prominence in 
the hospital there was to be a bust 
of her with the inscription: “The 
more I see of humans,:-the better 
I like dogs.” | 

“Dogs,” Isabel informed newspa- 
per reporters tersely when inter- 
viewed on the subject, “do not 
screech. Choir boys do.” . 

Funds for the building of the 
hospital were to become available 
once Isabel had quitted this sordid 
vale inhabited by choir boys and 
other human beings, but the bust 
of herself designed for the hospi- 
tal foyer, she had executed at once. 
Enrico Quattrini, to gratify Isabel, 
divided his time between it and a 
rush order for a monument to the 
late Cardinal Rempallo. In im- 
ported marble, the bust depicted 
Isabel in all her 1893 beauty-queen 
pulchritude, dressed in an evening 
gown of daring decolletage, with 
the bosom accentuated with mar- 
ble oak leaves, and her head haloed 
with golden braids. 

Although Isabel spent consider- 
able time and money on the plans 
for this elaborate haven for ill and 
mistreated pets, they were some- 
how sidetracked in the hectic years 
of her later life. Considerable law- 
suiting back and forth with her 
husband, altercations with her

mother, and other assorted didoes 
kept Isabel more than busy in her 
later life and the hospital idea fell 
by the wayside. 


Chief scourge of ex-beauty queen 
McHie’s later life was husband Sid- 
mon McHie, who finally divorced 
her in 1936. In the’ divorce suit the 
long-suffering Sidmon explained 
that when he and Isabel were mar- 
ried in 19098, she was considered 
the most beautiful woman in Amer- 
ica. The luscious Isabel, inciden- 
tally, had been married before to 
Albert Royal Delmont, a stock 
market plunger of the first decade 
of this century. In 1907 Delmont 
lost his wealth, was divorced by 
Isabel, then only 22 and still bath- 
ing in the fame acquired as beauty 
contest winner of the Columbian 
exposition.

HAT Isabel was not exactly a 

mode] wife, the disgruntled Sid- 

mon disclosed at the trial. He 
chad spent $250,000 furnishing her 
an ill-room apartment in New 
York and had bought her a $155,- 
000 estate on Long Island and when 
she sold that, he had purchased 
another for her for $175,000. Sid- 
mon also explained that it was no 
source of pleasure to him when 
he found that his wife was greatly 
pleased with the newspaper pub- 
licity in 1923 that she was plan- 
ning to endow a dog hospital. Of 
course, the McHie’s were some- 
what estranged by this time, but 
the long-trusting gent didn’t really 
discover that Isabel no longer 
loved him until, on a visit to New 
York, he found that dog-loving 


and man-and choir-boy hating Isa- 
bel kept a pearl-handled revolver 
under her pillow for the avowed 
purpose of doing him in. 

The divorce suit, originally filed 


in 1932, was delayed by Sidmon for 
four years in an effort to back 
out of a rash promise he had made 
to Isabel to pay her $1000 a month 
for life. But then came one of 
Mrs. McHie’s slightly wacky per- 
formances aboard a Grand Trunk 


Railroad train rn 1935 and McHie 
decided to press the suit. 


This Grand Trunk episode and 
Isabel’s explanation of it was on a 
par with the dog hospital episode 
of 1923. Taken off a train at Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich., after she had 
strewn $1000 and $10,000 bills 
along its aisles and been caught 
in the act of trying to stuff wads 
ef greenbacks through the car ven- 
tilators, Isabel was relieved of her 
pocketbook and taken to a sani- 
tarium. When her pocketbook was 
opened, it was found to contain 
$173,505 in cash. Fourteen bills 
were of $10,000 denomination, five 
were of $5000 and 19 were of $1000. 
There were a few hundred dollar 
bills, one lone five and the remain- 
ing space in the pocketbook was 
filled up with jewelry valued at 
between $150,000 and $500,000. 


Isabel, at the time of her forced 
exit from the train at Battle Creek, 
contended that if she wanted to 
stuff her money in train ventila- 
tors, it was her own business. 
When asked why she carried so 
much in cash, she replied that she 
had just disposed of some of her 
securities and that she had an in- 
grained distrust of banks. When 
pressed on the subject, she ad- 
mitted that she had never lost a 
nickel in banking transactions, but 
insisted that that had nothing to do 
with the possibility that she might, 

Finally, in 1936, Sidmon McHie 
faced the fading Isabel in a Ham- 
mond, Ind., courtroom, and won 
his divorce from the woman who 
thought no more of his _money 
than to try to stuff it through 
Pullman car ventilators. Poor Sid- 
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which once might have reached the 
20 million dollar mark had shrunk 
to mere peanut proportions of pos- 
sibly $40,000. And on the strength 
of the evidence the septuagenarian 
former multi-millionaire publisher 
was given his freedom from the 
erstwhile beauty queen. 


Isabel countered with a suit in 
Lake County Superior Court in 
East Chicago, Ind., asking that a 
guardian be appointed for Sid- 
mon, alleging that he was incom- 
petent. She came off second best 
in that and promptly instituted an- 
other suit to recover $25,000 in 
golf course bonds. She also asked 
that the court throw the McHie 
Publishing Co., the golf course and 
McHie himself into bankruptcy to 
prevent his squandering his for- 
tune. Isabel lost that round, too. 
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INALLY, in 1939, Isabel, her 

beauty and her faith in human 

nature both completely gone, 
died, In her will she took her last 
slap at Sidmon McHie, by leaving 
the bulk_of her fortune to the dogs 
of the Seeing Eye institution. Sid- 
mon complained, went to court and 
produced documents proving that 
10 years after he and Isabel were 
married they made xu reciprocal 
will agreement, but that in 1926 
they separated and drew up an 
agreement nullifying the 1919 con- 
‘tract. He charged that Mrs. Mc- 
Hie had broken their 1926 agree- 
ment, making it null and void and 
restoring the 1919 contract under 
which he was beneficiary of the 
estate. Federal Judge Thomas W. 
Slick of Hammond concurred in 
McHie’s contention, but the United 
States Court of Appeals has now 
set aside the decision. 


The 1926 agreement which 72- 
year-old Sidmon McHie described 
in his petition to prevent his wife’s 
estate from going to the pups, con- 
tained a clause called “the sixth 
covenant.” In this covenant, both 


agreed that neither “would molest | 


or annoy the other.” Sidmon com- 
plained that Isabel violated this 
covenant—and how. Judge Slick 
sustained Sidmon’s contention and 
entered an order directing that the 
estate be turned over to McHie. 
The appeals court decision writ- 
ten by Judge Sherman Minton set 
aside Judge Slick’s decision and 
besides turning Isabel’s dough over 
to the dogs, directed that an $8000 
judgment be entered against Mc- 


Hie to cover bonds due Isabel's 
estate. 

So at last the battles of the 1893 
beauty contest winner seem to be 
‘over—the dogs have her dough 
and the aging Sidmon has peace 
at last. ~

——NY qualified admirers of 
r Stravinsky regard him as 
Ms interesting composer who 
once a genius. Without being 
bold as to offer an opinion on 
ig whole proposition one need 
pot hesitate to say that he is not 
ly an interesting composer, to 
put it at its smallest, but also a 
man with @ commanding intellect. 
Stravinsky's opinions of music 
and musicans are quite as pro- 
yocative as those of Berlioz and 
Debussy, to mention two outstand- 
ing examples of composers who 
giso had conspicuous literary gifts, 
ecause they too are sharply in 
and are expressed with a 
maximum effectiveness. 

Stravinsky's latest venture into 

e field of the spoken and written 
word was in a series of lectures 
delivered last winter at Har- 
yard University. These have just 
been published. An immediate 
reaction has come from Dr, Wal- 
ter Damrosch, who takes issue 
with Stravinsky’s contention that 
*inspiration”—which the latter de- 
scribes a8 a troubled emotional 
state—has anything to do with the 
ereative process. Stravinsky de- 
clares that it is Just a question of 
getting down to work regularly, a 
physical act which will always ex- 
plode the creative spark if there 
ig one. Dr. Damrosch holds out 
for old-fashioned inspiration, 
granted of course, that the com- 
poser is technically competent. 
Like Virgil Thomson, the critic 
of the New York Herald Tribune, 
in whose columns Dr, Damrosch’s 
letter was printed, I believe this 
is a matter for psychological def- 
inition and means nothing to the 
public which can judge from the 
music whether it is “inspired” or 
not,

Except that Generalissimo Francisco Franco gets into the 
news now and then, the Spanish civil war seems remote and

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There are three simple but fundamental rules for mak- 
ing good coffee, one of which is a scrupulously clean 
coffee pot. Coffee sediments sticking to the pot will 
give the coffee a stale, musty taste. Instead of just 
rinsing the pot, Mrs. Gus Schmidt, wife of a St. Louis 


' coffee expert, washes it carefully in hot suds. °

Mrs. Schmidt serves some of 


her husband's coffee to her 


mother, Mrs. Charles Harrison, to Schmidt and to a friend, 

Mrs. Frederick Ludlow. The women agreed that Schmidt 

knows what he is talking about. He is associated with the 
Forbes Coffee Company. 


Coffee can be wasted on the shelf as well as in the coffee 
pot. It should never be left exposed to the air as the re- 
action of oxygen with substances in the coffee causes a dis- 
agreeable flavor. Further, coffee will take on something of 
the flavor of onions or other things to which it is exposed.

When ‘using a glass coffee 
maker, Mr. Schmidt recom- 
mends that the coffee be 
kept in the upper half at 
least a minute to allow prop- 
er infusion. A fine grind 
should be used rather than 
pulverized. 
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In making boiled coffee, 
water and coffee should 
never be boiled together. 
Bring the coffee to a gallop.
